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Arkansas Crop Progress and Condition Report 

 

   
According to the National Agricultural Statistics Service in Arkansas, there were 6.8 days suitable for fieldwork for the 

week ending Sunday, July 15, 2018. Topsoil moisture supplies were 29 percent very short, 44 percent short, 26 percent 

adequate, and 1 percent surplus. Subsoil moisture supplies were 22 percent very short, 49 percent short, 29 percent 

adequate, and 0 percent surplus. Low temperatures ranged from 67.1 degrees Fahrenheit at Mena to 76.6 degrees 

Fahrenheit at Des Arc. Highs ranged from 88.0 degrees Fahrenheit at Magnolia to 97.6 degrees Fahrenheit at Morrilton. 

Light precipitation was received throughout the State, with the highest concentration occurring in the west central part of 

the State with an average of 1.01 inches.

Comments from Cooperative Extension Service County Agents 

 

“Rice fields were receiving fungicide application for kernel smut, and hybrid fields were receiving the boot application of 

fertilizer. Soybean and corn irrigation continued. Insect pressure remains low in soybeans. Pastures that have not seen a 

pop up shower are burning up, and hay fields are not producing as good as in the past.”

“Weather is hot and dry. Insect pressure is light. Irrigation continued on all crops. Some corn fields may have been 

irrigated for the final time. Corn, rice, and cotton growth stages are several days ahead of historical averages.”

“Weather is hot and dry with the exception of areas where spotty showers have helped maintain growth. Armyworms are 

present and producers began spraying. Forage quality is good, but the volume is down.”

“Rice fungicides for kernel smut were applied last week right before heading. Fields should start heading next week. 

Sheath blight was found in a few fields. Soybean and corn irrigation continued. Soybean fields that were planted behind 

wheat are having a hard time emerging. Pastures in the northern part of the county are going through drought stress, and 

hay fields are not producing as much as they usually do.”

“More and more reports from farmers of how dry they are. Several ponds are drying up. Many producers are selling cattle. 

There have been five complete herd dispersals that I know of. A lot of people are looking for different feed options that 

they can purchase in bulk and ship in. Hay yields are down by 50%, and there is no sign of second and third cuttings any
